To the inhabitants of the Town of Marlow in the 
County of Cheshire in said State qualified to vote in Town 
affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow on Tuesday the twelfth day of March, next at 
seven of the clock in the evening, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and to make 
appropriations for the same. 


3. To raise or appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the Town will apply for class five money 
known as TRA and raise the sum of $344.56 required by 
the State. 


5. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the Town Library. 


7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the observance of Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen 
to borrow money for the temporary loans in anticipation 
of taxes. 
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9. To authorize the Tax Collector to give two per- 
cent cash discount on all property and personal taxes for 
the payment made within thirty days after the date of 
the tax bill, and empower the Collector to appoint a deputy 
Collector. 


10. To see if the Town will raise such sums as may 
be necessary to improve Town Cemeteries. 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of thirty-four dollars for the Monadnock Region As- 
sociation. 


12. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax Collector deeds. 


13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $225.00 as its fair share of the operating cost of the 
Elliot Community Hospital. 


14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $25.00 to be matched by the State for brush re- 
moval on back roads. 


15. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00, to improve the Tomb in the Cemetery. 


16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00, to paint the lower hall and Library in the 
Town Hall. 


17. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to those items in the Town Budget not covered in the pre- 
ceding articles. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to accept Trust 
Funds. 


19. To hear the reports of officers, agents and com- 
mittees, heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto, and to transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools: 


All the teachers of Supervisory Union 60 are partici- 
pating in a program of professional growth and develop- 
ment this year. Monthly teachers’ meetings are planned 
by the principals who meet with the Superintendent a 
week in advance of the date of the teachers’ meeting. 
Topics that have been considered to date are: Planning 
for Better Teaching; Getting the Most Out of Our Teach- 
ing Resources; and Science Education. 


The Charlestown and Walpole Supervisory Unions 
held a joint teachers’ meeting at Charlestown in October 
for the purpose of discussing ways and means of improving 
the teaching of handwriting. Miss Kittle, a nationally 
recognized authority in the field of handwriting, was ob- 
tained as a consultant for this meeting. 


The results of achievement tests given in April each 
year show that Marlow compares favorably with national 
and area averages. 


Mr. Carroll Abbott reached retirement age and was 
replaced by Mr. Gordon Russell as principal and teacher 
of grades 5, 6, 7, and 8. Mr. Russell is a graduate of Ply- 
mouth Teachers College and has completed a major por- 
tion of his graduate work at the University of New Hamp- 
shire. 


The board increased the fire insurance coverage for 
the school from $8,000.00 to $16,000.00 this year. $16,000.00 
would not replace the present building but it is a safer 
amount to carry. 
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The replacement of old desks and chairs has been com- 
pleted this year for grades one thru four. It is hoped that 
we can complete this program of gradual replacement of 
desks and chairs within the next two years.
